He won stakes 
at 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 ($225,791) — against top competition at the major tracks 
in New York, New Jersey, Florida, Chicago, California. He defeated HASTY 
ROAD, MISTER GUS, PORTERHOUSE, NAIL, BOBBY BROCATO, } 
NASHUA, HIGH GUN, HELIOSCOPE, MARK-YE-WELL, FIND, etce., win- 
ning from 3 furlongs to a mile and a sixteenth. He beat MISTER GUS each 
of the four times he met him, even giving him weight in the Pageant Handicap. 
One of his most spectacular duels was when he defeated HASTY ROAD ia 
1954 (both 3-year-olds) in St. Valentine Purse at Hialeah —6 furlongs in 
1:10% — with BUSHER’S BEAM third by 15 lengths.

Helioscope’s first toals are yearlings, and the high re- 
gard held for him and for his get was demonstrated 
again at the recent Keeneland fall sale where the high- 
est price for a yearling, $25,000, was paid for a Helio- 
scope colt. This was the only Helioscope colt in the 
sale. The only Helioscope filly in the sale sold for 
$15,000, this figure being the 6th highest price of the 
sale for a colt or filly. Helioscope was the only sire 
with two head selling at $15,000 or more. 


At Saratoga last summer, the third highest price of the 
sale for a colt, $36,500, was paid for a son of Helioscope. 
The only other Helioscope yearling at Saratoga brought 
$15,000.

Along with the yearlings went the 5- 
year-old Pintor Lea, the 3-year-old Seventy- 
six, and the 2-year-olds Burgundian and 
Clear Flying. Pintor Lea was a colt of the 
highest promise until he broke a bone in 
a foot in the spring of 1956, probably in 
the Derby Trial. He is now recovering 
from a similar injury incurred at Garden 
State Park in May of this year.

Last week, after another difference of 
opinion, Rice resigned as a member of 
the board of directors at Arlington Park. 
The action was in protest against Arling- 
ten’s scheduling of 12 of its 1959 racing 
days at Washington Park. Last season 
Arlington had split its 36 days equally be- 
tween Washington Park and its home base. 

“T went along with the idea last year.” 
Rice said. “but it didn’t work out.” 

Arlington last summer took the biggest 
mutuel and attendance drops of any Chi- 
cago track, 15 per cent in handle. 10 per 
cert in attendance. In announcing his 
resignation. Rice said: 

“Arlington Park has developed a tradi- 
tion in racing. Its complete facilities 
make it one of the 5 best tracks in the 
country. The action of the Arlington 
management in conducting part of its race 
meeting at another track degrades that 
tradition and injures the corporation and 
the state financially. 

“This is the second year that Arlington 
has scrambled its racing meeting. Last 
year a loss in revenue to Arlington and 
to the State of Illinois resulted. A’ very 
bad precedent is being established. In 
the future other tracks would seek to 
scramble their racing dates and the rac- 
ing board would be bound to approve 
or be guilty of discrimination.

KENTUCKY 
Driving to a Cart 


Lexington’s Allen F. Brewer Jr. comes 
from up East, but he wears a Texas hat 
because it gives him balance on the turns. 
When he ismt painting pictures. doubling 
in photography, dreaming up promotion 
for himself and friends. beby-sitting with 
5 little ones, mucking out stalls. or fig- 
uring the sixth at Narragansett. he spends 
his time driving a cart behind trotting and 
running horses. Brewer has been a gentle- 
man driver for a year and a half, and 
now he is something of a trainer of Thor- 
oughbred horses. With all this going for 
him, he needs all the balance he ean get. 

Brewer has kept a few broodmares at 
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his place for several years, but he hadn't 
owned a race horse until the fall of 1956. 
when he bought privately from Robert E. 
Courtney a Tribe—Juno weanling colt. 
He brought in 4 other Lexington men with 
the understanding that they would resell 
the colt at the 1957 Keeneland fall year- 
ling sales. 


The more Brewer watched the young 
horse, the fonder he became of him. The 
way he could sail around the paddock. 
“he just had to be a runner.” So Brewer 
and one of his partners, W. R. Engle. 
agreed to buy the horse themselves. if 
they could get him for less than $3.000. 

The going price at Keeneland was 
$2.300, and the colt was bought in Engle’s 
name. Brewer took a three-quarter inter- 
est. Engle a quarter-interest. 


On May 17 the runner, in the meantime 
named Tribalove, won the Bashford Manor 
Stakes at Churchill Downs. and shortly 
after that he began telling his trainer, 
Strother Griffin, that his ankles and shins 
were sore. 

“The ankles were suspicious.” Brewer 
said, “and he about to buck. But 
he wouldn't buck. just half-way. so we 
brought him back to Lexington and fired 
his ankles and shins.” 

Brewer and his wife Marian. meanwhile. 
had become interested in the drivers’ club. 
Early most mornings. after organizing the 
household, they would hustle to the Lex- 
ington trotting track and take Jessons in 
driving. There was therapy in this. but 
even more important was the opportunity 
to talk horsemanship with such veterans 
as Gibson White and Hunter C. Moody. 

“And Marian said to me one day. ‘In- 
stead of putting Tribalove out with some- 
one and paying those expenses, why don’t 
we keep him out at the trotting track and 
get him ready for training ourselves? | 
checked with Dr. D. L. Proctor. told him 
we were thinking of getting the colt ready 
again by working him to a cart. like the 
trotters. and Proctor said to go ahead. it 
ought to be wonderful for the horse.” 

The Brewers never had heard of work- 
ing a Thoroughbred horse with a training 
cart. but White and Moody put them up 
to it. Moody. in particular. had had a long 
experience with this kind of training: as 
long ago as 1888 he had legged up run- 
ning horses behind the old “high-wheel 
eart.” and he had worked horses later for 
E.R. Bradley and others. 

Beginning en July 2. 2 days after Trib- 
alove was fired. Brewer line-walked him 
a mile a day, and on July 8 he hooked 
him to a 2-seat training eart for the first 
time. For 6 days Brewer and a companion 
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gave Tribalove his education. and on July 
14 Brewer took over alone. From July 15 
to August 1 he walked the colt a mile 
and a half each day. On August 1 he turn- 
ed Tribalove out for a week. then began 
working him in earnest. 

This kind of training had proved itself 


to Brewer in the second week. The coli 
had settled down to routine, and his man- 
ners improved. It had been raining. and 
the track was too sticky for the cart, so 
Brewer decided to walk the horse up and 
down a cinder path in front of the entrance 
to the grandstand. 

While Brewer drove back and_ forth 
along the path, a workman was operating 
a mowing machine nearby. Tribalove paid 
no attention to the machine, until it back- 
fired. The colt shied to the right. and 
Brewer gave him a hard left rein. The 
rein broke. Brewer tried to take him up 
with the right rein. and it broke. Brewer 
was dumped in the cinders. and Tribalove 
galloped off to the barn. where he pulled 
up and patiently waited for huffing- 
puffing driver to for goodness sakes come 
and unhiteh him. 

With his elementary education behind 
him. Tribalove was put to schedule 
which had him going 2 to 3 miles a day, 
except on Sunday, when neither man nor 
animal works at the trotting track. On 
October 21 Tribalove was flown to Cali- 
fornia. where he was put with the public 
stable of Noble Threewitt. 

“You should see the improvement. in 
that horse.” Brewer said. “Gosh, it really 
put a shoulder on him; and the manners, 
a 100 per cent improvement. 

“Man. you can take any Thoroughbred 
that has been hooked to a cart about a 
week. and bring him out of the stall, and 
tell him to stand and he'll stand. You go 
and get the tack. and he'll stay there, not 
moving a muscle. Well. at least the ones 
we've worked with, you can. 

“Everyone says it’s just swell for leg- 
ging up a horse, and getting him ready 
for racing. You see. the cart is balanced 
so perfectly that there really is only a 7- 
pound pull, and after it gets momentum 
there is no pull at all. 

“You've legged him up and you’ve put 
some stamina in him, so now all you got 
to do is send him to the track and get a 
boy up again in order to tighten up those 
back muscles.” 

Brewer especially liked the improvement 
in Tribalove’s mental attitude. “When you 
jog him. you see, you go the wrong way 
around the track, with tractors and other 
horses heading toward him, and _ pretty 
soon he gets so he doesn’t pay attention 
to anything. nothing bothers him. Then 
before you start galloping, you turn him 
and go the right way. so he soon gets to 
do everything you want him to do. An- 
other thing everyone says is important: 
going one way and then the other, he isn’t 
always putting the heaviest weight on one 
side: that left ankle isn’t taking the same 
pounding all the time.” 

Mr. Brewer is not one to muffle his 
opinions under a bushel. so when he still 
was working with Tribalove his good 
friend Verne Martin Jr.. a Canadian lith- 
ographer, challenged him to see what he 
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could do for a 4-year-old colt of his. In 
late July the Canadian stakes winner Red 
Rythm arrived in Lexington. On July 28 
the colt’s knees were fired. and on July 
30 Brewer had him walking once around 
the trotting track. 

“That’s the time to get them on a line.” 
Brewer said. “They’ve just been fired, and 
they need to move around; but. on the 
other hand. they still are sore, and they 
don't feel like bucking. They’ve started to 
heal in 4 or 5 days. but by then theyre 
used to the rein.” 

The routine at the trotting track. uses 
time that once was allotted to other things. 
and the rest of a busy schedule has to be 
moved back a little. Nothing is cut out of 
a day; it’s just that a ‘little more is 
crammed into it. WARREN SCHWEDER

Track Reconstruction 


Laurel. severely panned by a_ foreign 
press for the construction of its turf 
course. scene of the Washington. D. C.. 
International, this week announced a 
major rebuilding project. most significant- 
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Laurel proposes to reconstruct its race courses. 


ly an enlargement of both dirt and grass 
strips. The track plans to have the dirt 
course ready for the April meeting and 
the grass course ready for the fall meet- 


ing. 


The grass course will be lengthened 
from about 7 furlongs to one mile, and 
the dirt strip will be enlarged from one 
mile to 11, miles. The front and back 
stretches of the turf course will be widened 
to 80 feet. and the turns will be widened 
to 100 feet. 

For the International race alone, a new 
finish line will be installed 150 feet from 
the club house turn, giving the Interna- 
tional a stretch run of 1.345 feet. or more 
than a quarter-mile. 

An aluminum gooseneck rail will be 
constructed along the inside of the grass 
course. replacing the present hedge. An 
extension to the rail. overlapping 10 feet 
of the course. will be in use for all grass 
races except the International, and on 
the day of the International the extension 
will be removed. giving the horses a 10- 
foot strip of “untouched turf” over which 
to run. 

Two new chutes will be installed along 
the dirt course. A mile chute will join 


the main track at the entrance to the back- 
stretch, and the 6-furlong chute will be 
extended another furlong. The present 
114-mile chute at the head of the stretch 
will become a 1°x-mile chute. Races at 
1,'; miles will be discontinued because of 
the short run to the first turn., 

Enlargement of the new courses will 
necessitate the abandonment of some of 
the parking area beyond the lower turn, 
but a new 10-acre section across the rail- 
road tracks will be cleared for parking, 
giving Laurel room for 1.500 additional 
cars and extending the parking capacity 
to 12,000. 

A 5'%-furlong training track will be 
constructed on recently acquired land 
east of the stable area, and the track plans 
to some day build additional barns in the 
area.

“This is based to some extent on the 
result of the 1958 season. which showed 
a small decline in Thoroughbred racing 
and an increase in harness.” he said. 

Inglis said he would have an open hear- 
ing on December 9 to discuss the dates. 
If the management of Detroit Race Course 
and Hazel Park run true to form. they will 
protest vigorously. 

Each of the running tracks had request- 
ed a 66-day season, but Inglis’ proposal 
cut Detroit to 58 days and Hazel Park 
to 59. The extra day for Hazel Park would 
make up for one lost in August when the 
plant was closed by a severe storm. 

Under Inglis’ plan Detroit would run 
from Wednesday, May 20. to Saturday. 
July 25. and Hazel Park would be open 
from Tuesday. July 28. to Saturday. Oc- 
tober 3. 

Inglis noted that the running tracks had 
shown a 1 per cent decrease in attendance 
during the 1958 season. whereas the har- 
ness associations had produced a_ 12.7 
increase in attendance. Average daily at- 
tendance at the running tracks was 11.673. 
at the harness tracks 5,262. 

Because the Haze] Park Harness Asso- 
ciation had made the largest gains. it 
would get all of the extra days.

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The Year in 


The year’s major races in Puerto Rico 
have been run. with the exception of a 
clasico for imported 2-year-olds, sched- 
uled for December 14, and championships 
liave been fairly well decided in all divi- 
sions. 

In Puerto Rico clasicos are offered for 
beth native and imported stock in each 
age division. This is a protection for the 
home-breds. most of which would be at a 
disadvantage in open competition, but dif- 
ference between the classes narrows 
each year. 

The outstanding performer on the island 
this vear. when she behaved herself. was 
the 3-year-old filly Light Catch, bred in 
England by T. T. Streeter. Light Catch 
won 7 of 10 starts in England at 2. best 
of which was the Caterham Stakes at 
Epsom. She received 117 pounds in the 
lree Handicap. 

Early last winter Light Catch was sold 
to Mrs. Aida G. Rocafort. owner of Hu- 
macao Stud in Puerto Rico, and she was 
imported in February. Light Catch won 
the triple crown for imported horses — 
the Antonio R. Barcelo (7 furlongs). the 
Copa 4 de Julio (1,'; miles), and the 
sarbosa Memorial (1,°; miles). Only in 
the last-named race. in which the Re- 
voked filly Rosa Negra held her to a 
half-length margin. was Light Catch ex- 
tended. 

In later races. Light Cateh was less 
successful. but she usually had herself to 
blame. On September 7 she threw her 
jockey at the start. and on November 9. 
in the clasico Pablo Casals. she refused 
to break with her field. Her 3 big  vic- 
tories earned $21,180 for her owner. 

Purses at El Comandante, the island’s 
only track, now are quite good. consider- 
ing the class of horses. The minimum is 
about $900. but few races are offered at 
this figure. A purse of $3.000 or more 
is offered almost every day. and_ the 
clasicos range from about $6,000 added 
to $15.000 added. On a non-stakes day, 


a typical card will include races for 
$1.150, $1.250. $1.400, $1.950. $2,450, 


$3.050. and $3.300. Purses are graded ac- 
cording to the class of horses more than 
at tracks in the U.S. 

Another big money-winner this year 
was Fernandito, best of the native-bred 
2-year-olds.. By Bull Dandy—Miss Rhoda. 
by Swinfield. Fernandito was conceived 
at B. A. Dario’s farm in Rhode Island. 
Carlos A. Matos purchased Miss Rhoda 
at a sale at Lincoln Downs in September. 
1°55. for $200 and sent her to his farm at 
Guayama. where the colt was foaled early 
in 1956. As a yearling Fernandito was 
sold) for $5.000 to Fernando Acevedo, 
ewner of Establo Las Americas. for which 
he has done his racing. 
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Fernandito’s victories included the Mu- 
noz Rivera Memorial. Puerto Rico’s richest 
race. and the Governor's Cup. The Munoz 
Rivera. run July 17, was worth $10,890 
to the winner, and the Cup. which he won 
by 7 lengths over Corazoncito, was worth 
$5.325. Altogether, he won 5 of 6 starts. 
picking up $21.775. Corazoncito handed 
him his only defeat in an allowance test 
on November 5, 2 weeks before the Gover- 
nors Cup. 


Among the imported 2-year-olds. the 
Thanksgiving Cup apparently decided the 
championship. In the clasico Futuro in 
July. the Alsab filly Capri turned back 
Vadarkablar and 8 others. Both of these 
fillies. along with most of the other im- 
ported 2-year-olds. were purchased at the 
1957 Keeneland fall sales. Capri. bred by 
Alton Moore. cost $2.700. and Vadarkablar 
was picked up for $800. 


In the clasico Naciones Unidas. October 
26, Capri ran poorly, finishing tenth. The 
winner was Canita, a Lord Boswell filly 
bred by Maine Chance Farm and sold at 
the 1957 Keeneland fall sales for $3,700. 
Second was Hibachi, bred by Freeman 
Keyes’ Reverie Knoll Farm. 

Canita won again in the $12.100-added 
Thanksgiving Cup on November 27. and 
this victory established her as the best of 
her age among the imported horses. She 
scored with great ease. beating Campus 
Filly and Bocina by 7 lengths. It was her 
sixth victory in 7 starts and boosted her 
earnings to $21.500. Lyric Words. Canita’s 
dam. was unraced. She has 4 other foals 
of racing age, all winners. 

The clasicos for older imported horses 
were divided among Door Prize. Nabucco. 
and Toulouse. all geldings imported from 
the U. S. Door Prize took the clasico 
Copa Washington: Nabucco won the 
clasico Dia del Medico; and Toulouse 
won the clasico El Superior. 

Among the native-bred horses the 3- 
year-old Lucky was the standout of his 
age group. Lucky is by Irish Knight. a 
13-year-old horse by *Sir Gallahad 
Mag Mell. by Pompey—Erin, by Trans- 
mute. In the U.S. Irish Knight won one 
of 12 starts at 2. 4. and 6, earning $9.550. 
His best race was in the 1947 National 
Stallion Stakes. in which he was second 
to My Request. 

Lucky's victories this year included the 
second and third parts of the triple crown 


for native horses. the clasicos Constitucion — 


and Dia del Trabajo, and the clasicos 
Cemarero y Dia de Mayaguez and Eduardo 
Cautino Insua y Dia de Guayama. He 
was second in the clasico Descubrimiento 
(to EL Titan. best of the older native- 
breds). third in the clasico Segundo Ruiz 
Belvis. and fourth in the clasico Dia de 


las Madres (first part of the Triple 
Crown) and clasico San Juan.

Addenda on Prince Bio 


Last week The Blood-Horse reported a 
temporary injunction granted Prince Aly 
Khan. in a suit against Nelson B. Hunt, 
ordering Prince Bio held in France until 
a final decision is reached as to which 
party holds a prior right to purchase the 
noted stallion. The account was rewritten 
from the story in a Paris newspaper. As 
reached the eye of young 
Edward L. Stephenson at his Kilmaurs 
Stud at Warrenton, Va.. he telephoned to 
amplify the story. According to Stephen- 
son: 

Aly Khan claimed that he had a verbal 
agreement to purchase Prince Bio for 
about $150.000, of which $125,000 was to 
be paid at the time of purchase, the re- 
mainder to be paid over a 3-year period. 
Celestin Herbline gave Hunt. Stephenson, 
and Tyson Gilpin a week’s option on the 
horse at a price of $175,000 plus $25,000 
in commissions, The option was exercised 
on July 4, 1958. The next day Prince Aly 
sued for an injunction. Later he deposited 
money in a Swiss bank at the disposition 
of Herbline.

Detroit. Until 1950 the only horses 
that Peter and Grace Kosiba had anything 
to do with were under the hood of their 
car: the Kosibas. like many another De- 
troiter, were in the automobile business. 

Now, 9 years later. they are among the 
biggest’ breeders) of Thoroughbreds in 
Michigan. Roaming the paddocks and 
pastures of the 80-acre Grace Kosiba 
Farm at Northville. near Detroit, are 6 
stallions and 18 broodmares, nearly all 
of which have carried the stable’s green- 
and-white silks on the race track. Their 
first home-bred to the 
races in 1956, but it was not until 1957 
and 1958 that the Kosiba-bred horses hit 
the tracks in force. 

In 1950 the Kosibas “didn’t know where 
the race track was.” as the saying goes. 
What’s more, Pete and Grace and their son 
Peter Jr. didn’t even care. 


2-year-olds got 


“We didn’t know how to relax.” Grace 
recalls. “Our friends used to tell us, 
‘Why don’t you get away from the grind 
once in a while. Go to the races some 
time and have some fun.’ ” 

Deciding to take this advice. Pete and 
Grace one day drove out to the old Detroit 
Fairgrounds. The place was deserted; the 
Fairgrounds had been closed down. since 
after the 1949 season. 

“There’s a race track out in Hazel Park, 
though.” a watchman suggested. and off 
the Kosibas went in search of the new 
5-furlong track in North Detroit. about 
10 minutes away. 

“Racing?” said a man at the gate. 
“Why. they're running over at the Michi- 
gan Racing Association track now. Won't

The Kosibas drove across the northern 
outskirts of Detroit, another 30 miles, 
and when they reached the track the 
day’s races were over. 

The Kosibas went out another day and 
eaught the races. “At first I didn’t much 
care about sitting around waiting for the 
horses to run, but the races themselves. 
they were exciting.” Mrs. Kosiba said. 
Gradually she and her husband, and final- 
ly their son became “converts.” By the 
time of the Keeneland sales, they were 
eager to get their own horses. and the 
whole family went to Lexington. 

“We didn’t even ask anyone to help us. 
We just bid on what we liked. Grace and 
I wanted only 1 or 2 horses. but when we 
left, we had 7.” said Kosiba. 

The new acquisitions were turned over 
to Doug Davis Jr.. who got them ready for 
the races in 1951. Maybe it was begin- 
ner’s luck. as the Kosibas seem to think. 
but each of the 2-year-olds won. except 
one and he later was given away. Among 
them was Abisok, now standing at stud 
at the farm. Young Pete Kosiba later took 
over as trainer. 

Probably their best horse so far has 
been Sub Factor. which won a “consola- 
tion” race for 3-year-olds at Churchill 
Downs just ahead of Dark Star’s Kentucky 
Derby in 1953. The colt. fourth in’ the 
Louisiana Derby. finally was sidelined by 
knee trouble. 

In 1956 the Kosibas thought they had 
a fine 3-year-old in Sir Roamer. which 
once had beaten the stakes-winning Shan 
Pac, but shortly after they turned down 
a $40.000 offer for the colt, he was in- 
jured,. 
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Pete Kosiba has no regrets about turn- 
ing down the offer for Sir Roamer. now 
embarking upon a stud career at the farm. 
“If he was worth $40.000. we figured we 
might as well keep him. Besides. Grace 
and | would never have forgiven our- 
selves if we had let him go and he went 
on to win any big races.” 

It wasn’t long after they entered racing 
that it was decided they needed a farm. 
“Just as a place to rest our horses,” said 
Kosiba. The idea of breeding our own 
came later. Suddenly there was a chance 
to buy Jerry McCarthy's place here. and 
we bought it.” 

McCarthy. also a Detroit auto dealer,

hadn’t done much breeding at his North- 
ville farm; he was interested mainly in 
racing horses and among his best per- 
formers were Van Crosby, Air Patrol, and 
Egretta. After McCarthy died in 1953 his 
horses were sold and the farm was put 
on the market. 

The farm was modestly equipped with 3 
barns. but the Kosibas bought it. They 
built 4 new barns. replaced all the wire 
fencing with weod. painted and modern- 
ized as much as they could. Most of the 
labor was done by the Kosiba family. 

In each barn a radio now plays con- 
stantly—music, soap operas. news, quiz 
shows, anything that is on. 

“We turn off the radios,” said 
Kosiba. “It helps the horses get used to 
the loudspeakers at the race track. After 
hearing a radio all their lives. they never 
give it a thought at the track when the 
announcer’s voice blares at them and 
the crowd roars in the stretch run.” 


never 


“We're already short on room for our 
horses.” said farm manager Kenny Gra- 
ham. “That’s why we're” building this 
new barn. We're going to fix it so there 
will be an indoor galloping ring.” 

The next project. Mrs. Kosiba said, 
would be a half-mile training track, so 
the horses wouldn't have to wait until the 
Detroit tracks opened in the spring to 
begin serious training. 

Indoor training facilities are one of the 
great needs in Michigan and the big reason 
owners and trainers who winter their 
horses in the state have trouble getting 
ready for the early spring meetings. That 
is why the Kosibas send their coming 
2-year-olds to New Orleans. 


In addition to the horses at the farm. 
there are 15 head of Black Angus, scores 
of pigs and a rapidly growing colony of 
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cats and goats. There are 8 large paddocks 
and 4 smaller ones. 

“The rolling land is good for the horses. 
It legs them up.” said Kosiba as he walked 
across the snow-covered paddocks. 

“There’s Galena. She’s by *Heliopolis. 
They told me. ‘You'll never get her in foal.’ 
but we did. And there’s Slumberland—she 
broke a bone in her leg. so we’re breeding 
her now that’s she recovered. 

“After they are fed in the morning, they 
usually stay out until late in the after- 
noon. It’s only when the weather is very 
had, like sleet or icy conditions, that we 
keep them in. 

“The mares in foal need the exercise 
and so do the youngsters. They’re full of 
high spirits. Then there are the stallions 

Abisok. Hezahoney. Oidenasai. Sub Fac- 
tor. Phaelater, and Sir Roamer—they’re 
out most of the time. too. We start bring- 
ing in all the horses about 4 o’clock dur- 
ing the winter months.” 

Graham said, “I’ve been down to Ken- 
tucky with some of our mares when we 
wanted to breed to their stallions. As far 
as I can see, the weather’s pretty much 
the same. Maybe their spring comes a 
little earlier. They have a lot more ex- 
perience in Kentucky and plenty of good 
breeding stock, but there’s little difference 
in the way they handle their horses and 
the way we handle ours.” 

The Kosibas have complete faith in 
Graham. a native of Michigan. Until he 
joined them, he had worked at Ray Car- 
roll’s nearby Llorrac Farm. 

“We may send an occasional mare to 
Kentucky to be bred even though we have 
plenty of stallions on the farm here,” said 
Mrs. Kosiba. She arranges most of the 
matings. 

Last spring Mrs. Kosiba acquired 2 
shares in the syndicate which is standing 
the Bull Lea stallion Trentonian. and she 
is looking for another stud prospect. to 
bring to Michigan. 

The Kosibas think that Michigan does 
not do enough to encourage breeders, and 
that is why they have become active in 
the Michigan Thoroughbred Breeders and 
Owners Association. 

“It is to horse racing’s benefit to en- 
courage the breeding of Thoroughbreds 
wherever they can be successfully raised. 
Look at harness racing. That’s a lot of the 
secret of its success in rural areas and the 
reason that. it’s) making such a_ strong 
comeback.” said Kosiba. -“We’re doing 
the best that we can on our farm.”
